Every state not al­ 
ready dry will take action through 
the legislature. 
Scores of reconstruction measures 
will be brought up for consideration, 
but most of these so far have reached 
only tentative form. Good roads, tax­ 
ation, revision of election laws, and 
constitutional changes will be lead­ 
ing issues in many states. 
The Ohio legislature, overwhelm­ 
ingly “dry” will have up for adoption 
a state-wide prohibition amendment 
and legislation revamping the taxa­ 
tion laws to m eet'th e big deficit re­ 
sulting from the loss of liquor rev­ 
enues. 
In Michigan, bills will be introduc­ 
ed to strengthen the state prohibition 
law, to create a state budget com­ 
mission to pass 
on 
appropriations, 
and to establish a central board to 
purchase supplies for state institu­ 
tions. 
The Republicans, who will

overwhelming majorities 
in 
both 
houses of the Indiana legislature, are 
expected to enact laws consolidating 
several small bureaus, and to estab­ 
lish separate departments of banking 
and insurance to be conducted under 
the governor’s 
direction.

Each man 
of the 360 which each train carries Is 
given cigarettes and a small American 
flag. and many who have been in 
America, some of whom have taken 
out their first papers, are overjoyed at 
the bit of red, white and blue and most 
demonstrative in their delight 
The representatives of the Red Cross 
remain on the train until It reaches 
Zurich, then return to Switzerland 
again. 
It Is the food which America has 
sent over which gives to these men 
their first meal—food which has been 
saved by eating smaller portions, and 
by going without

Somewhere in Siberia, 10-6-18. 
Dear W irt:: 
I am at last across the pond. Sure 
had some trip and saw some very 
large fish. Was seasick one-half day, 
but was dizzy a few days from the 
rocking of the ship. 
We went by Japan and stopped at 
one place and took a hike through 
the business part of it.
